persented a solid front to the 
enemy, and has shown no signs 
of weakening. 

Yet the solidarity of Germany 
is no more remarkable, even if 
more complete, than that of the 
other belligerents. Germany had 
been working that way for man) 
years, with all individual inter.

Yet these have shown a united 
Spirit, even if a less efficient or- 
ganization. When the trouble 
began} Germany even thought 
Great Britian wouldn’t dare get 
in because of the peril of Irist 
‘rebellion. Yet the third year of 

the war finds something like 2 


- tnillion Trishmen fighting the 


battles of the British, and the 
Arigh revolt, when it did come, 
"Tising in the early days of the 
"War; aa futile as the mutiny ot 
an Indian regiment which ended 
“in. disaster to the mutineers. And 
‘those three incidents mark th« 
‘only violent dissensions in a 
‘world-wide empire. | 

France, which, in peace, had 
bitter political quarrels, and took 
them so ‘seriously they seemed 
funny to the rest of the world 
shows a singleness of purpose and 
a determination in war which 
have necessitated a new estimate 
of the French’ character. Rus- 
sia, always counted the home 
of unrest and political violence 
against a despotic government, 
seems now all for the ezar and 
' victory. Austria, which has been 
hard hit by the winds of war; 
Austria, a nation-of many peoples 
and always hard to hold together, 
seems cemented by the bonds of 
war. 

Tt seems the way of nations, 
and therefore less remarkable; 
‘the. members of a family may 
quarrel among themselves, but 
‘Peadily unite against the outside 
intruder, And. nations seem like 
families in that respect.

If one has the right to -vote.

government. Before the recent. 
Illinois primary, an appeal to 
members to go to the polls and 
vote was read in the churches of 
the Episcopal diocese of Chicago. 
That was an unusual proceeding. 
but it shows a growing sense of 


the importance of the vote from 
the ethical, humaritarian and so. 
cial standpoint. Rather, it sug. 
gests possibilities in that direc- 
tion. Our government, which is 
somewhere near the best in the 
known world, is still so bad that 


there ‘isn’t *a chance of running 
cut of room for improvement for 
several generations. The average 
individual’s chance to improve it 


lies largely in his privilege of vot- 


ing. And it is intelligent and 


honest voting which must. ulti- 


uately bring about such improve- 
ments as come from time to time. 
The universal franchise permits 


some sorry citizens to vote; ar 


adueational standard might im- 


prove the situation sonfe, but 


there isn’t much chance of. that 
‘n a land which loves to boast 
of its democracy and cultivate 
‘aristocracy at every opportunity. 
The ignorant and illiterate are, 
however, but a small minority, 
but they, together with the crooks 
and corruptionists form a class 
which votes with great regularity. 
In some isolated instances they 
may even represent the balance 
of power. Theretore it is“impor- 
tant“ that people who conseien- 
tiously wish’ for the greatest good 


for the greatest number get out 
und vote their sentiments, al- 
though they are human and likely 
to make a bum gness. <Aé least 
they have the advantage of striv- 
ing for improvement, and that 
striving must bring improvement 
ut time, despite mistakes which 
may be made from time to time. 
Party lines are less strictly drawn 
than formerly, which is one en- 
couraging wign, and parties are 
really less different than in by- 
gone days. Many of their prom. 
ises are similar and more and 
more depends on the selection of 
the best men for the places. In 
a land where the majority is 
supposed to rule, it ig important 
that it should be an intelligent 
majority, and that is something 
to be attained by using the right 
of voting.
